Stabilizing the Farm Population 
NE of the problems that economists have been preach- 
ing about for years is, orgrather was, the rapid drift 
of American population away from the farms and into the 
cities. Until quite recently it appeared to be certain that 
eventualy the urban population would constitute the vast 
majority of the American people. About five years ago the 
pendulum had swung so far. that the people living in cities 
outnuinbered the rural population, the ratio being some 52 
per cent. against 48 per cent. 

Now, however, this drift away from rural living seems 
definitely to have ‘slowed down, if it has not permanently 
stopped. There is even a possibility that the movement may 
swing in the other direction.

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Winter Gasoline More 
Volatile Than Year Ago 





ASHINTON, April 14.—The motor gasoline mar- 
keted in the United States this winter has been, in 
general, more volatile than that sold a year ago, according 
to the United States Bureau of Mines; Department of Com- 
merce, which recently completed its seventeenth semi-annual 





motor-gasoline survey. 


This increase in volatility is 
shown by a lowering of the dis- 
tillation temperatures, ranging 
from 2 degrees Fahrenheit at the 
average initial boiling point to 5 
degrees Fahrenheit at the average 
end point. 

In the past there has usually been 
a distinct difference between winter 
and summer gasoline, that marketed 
during the winter being more 
volatile than that sold during the 
summer. During the past two years 
this difference was very small and 
was confined to the lower end of} 
the distillation range. This winter | 
the average figures indicate a de-| 
cid@d return to the sale of a more! 





change being especially ‘evident in 
the samples from New York, Chi- 
cago, New Orleans and St. Louis. 
A study of the individual analyses, 
however, shows a general tendency 
toward the marketing of a stand- 
ardized product, as individual vari- 
ations from the average are small. 
During the past eight and one- 
half years the Bureau of Mines has 
made semi-annual surveys of the 
gasoline marketed in the United 
States. The cities in which samples 
have been collected have been 
chosen as representative of the 
more important marketing ter- 
ritories, as it is obviously imprac- 
| ticable to obtain a sample of every 


ples were collected in the course of 
the seventeenth semi-annual survey 
were Boston, New York, Washing- 
ton, Pittsburgh, Chicago, New Or- 
leans, St. Louis, Denver, San Fran- 
cisco, Bartlesville, Okla., and Lar- 
amie, Wyo. Samples were collected 
in Boston for the first time since 
1919. It was believed advisable to 
include samples from that district 
in order to give a better balance to 
the survey for the country as a 
whole.
